Accident on North Side W ill be Warn­ 


ing to Other

Crossings Go Unguarded 


To prevent accidents, similar to the 
crash at the Mill street crossing of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul 
road, and the La Crosse Street Rail­ 
way company this morning, and in 
compliance with the city ordinance, 
passed last winter, the Chicago, B ur­ 
lington & Qincy road has established 
a large electric signal bell at Second 
and State streets. 
At this corner, a high board fence 
obstructs the view to the south from 
the east, while a large building on 
the opposite corner 
obstructs the 
view to the north, making the place 
an exceptionally dangerous one. The 
council passed the ordinance requir­ 
ing either a watchm an or a system of 
electric 
signals. 
The 
latter 
was 
agreed upon by the Burlington. 
The large iron post, 
with 
the 
'crossing warning, and huge gong at­ 
tached have been 
installed. 
The 
wire connections were made yester­ 
day. 
Upon the approach of a train 
the bell will ring, giving ample warn­ 
ing. 
During the passage of the train 
over the crossing the bell continues 
and stops when the cars have passed. 
The council was prevailed upon to 
jtake this action owing to the number 
of narrow escapes at this corner, and 
in other sections of the city. 
More electric signals will be in­ 
stalled by the road. 
The council spe­ 
cified all dangerous crossings, and 
places where the sped is liable to be 
slightly excessive or the momentum 
of the train too great to bring it to 
a sudden stop.
